Your attention is called to page 14 of the 
Annual Town Report, Volume 1, showing the pie 
diagram of Town Income. Schools are credited 
with 2.0% of the total Town Receipts, and 
this item would call for correction since 
total receipts due to Schools are in the 
amount of $187, 299.81 

Neither the Assessors’ Report nor the Town 
Accountant's Report lists an amount of 
$117,476.68, due to State Aid far Public 
Schools (Chap. 70, Sect. 1 - 10). A recapitu- 
lation of receipts follows: 

$117,476.68 School Aid 
$5,111.67 Vocational Training 
$21,327.34 School Transportation 
$105.00 Americanization Class 
$1,397.20 Adult Evening School Tuition 
$9,462.55 Special Education 
$11,986.45 Div. Child Guardianship 
$565.20 Out of Town Tuition 
$758.59 Misc. High School Receipts 
$150.00 George Barden Fund 
$18,959.13 P.L. 874 (Expended 1958) 
$187,299.61 Total 

Using the $1,275,344.22 Tax Levy as a hase, 
this amount would represent 14.7% of the total 
income instead of 2%. You will notice that 
this amount is in excess of receipts credited 
to School Building Assistance.

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HOME IMPROVEMENTS MAY" 

SET RECORD THIS SPRING, 

REAL ESTATE BOARD 
PRESIDENT SAYS 


Indications are that more 
Eastern Middlesex residents 
may be planning to repair or 
improve their homes this 
spring than in any year in 
recent history, David M.Gersin, 
president of the Eastern Mid- 
dlesex rea] estate board, re- 
ported today. 

He added that if such work 
is being planned in prepara- 
tion for the possible sale of 
the home,owners wil] benefit 
from a discussion of their 
choice. 

Mr.Gersin said that his 
belief in a boom period of 
home modernization and main- 
tenance is based on the obser- 
vations of over 100 of Real- 
tors who are members of the 
Eastern Middlesex Rea] Estate 
Board, and on a survey report 
issued by the Federa) Reserve 
System. 

The FRS survey of the spend- 
ing plans of consumers, just 
released, indicated that 24.6 
per cent of the nation’s non 
farm families intend to spend 
$50 or more on improvements or 
repairs to their homes during 
1959. This is the highest per- 
centage of those indicating 
such plans since early 1953. 
when the subject was first in- 
cluded in the survey. 

‘While the FRS study was 
nationa] in scope without 
particular reference to any 
community,there is no reason 
to believe that Eastern Mid- 
dlesex differs from the nation 
with respect to the spending 
plans of its residents,’’ Mr. 
Gersin pointed out. 

Recalling that the real 
estate brokers who have been 
admitted to membership in the 
Eastern Middlesex Rea] Estate 
Board and thus have the right 
to the Rea]tor designation are 
the leaders of the profession, 
Mr.Gersin said that he and his 
associates are equipped to 
offer two kinds of advice to 
persons contemplating home 
improvement as an aid to the 
sale of their property. 

‘We can be helpfu) to such 
people in suggesting what they 
ought to do and ought not to 
do in the way of home improve- 
ment if their primary reason 
for making such plans is to 
put their homes in @ more 
marketable condition’’, he 
said. ‘‘In the course of the 
thousands of home sales they 
have negotiated, Realtors have 
gained clear ideas to the 
types of improvements that 
help to se]] homes, and those 
that hurt chances for sale at 
a price reflecting the owners’ 
investments in them. 

‘Por example, we know that 
first impressions gathered by 
@ prospective buyer are often 
lasting ones,’’Mr.Gersin said. 
“The tirst thing that an 
average sales prospect notes 
about a home is the condition 
of the grounds. This is parti- 
cularly true in spring. If the 
lawn is patchy or untidy, and 
the shrubbery neglected, the 
initia] impression is nega- 
tive. The same thing is true 
of the exterior of the home-- 
fresh paint wil] go a long way 
to produce an inviting appear- 
ance. Thus,in fixing a home up 
for sale,we recommend that its 
exterior condition come high 
up on the maintenance list.’’ 

As an example of the type of 
improvement that the home own- 
er thinking of selling might 
wish to avoid, the Realtor 
executive alluded to improve- 
ments that tend to ‘‘price the 
home out of its neighborhood?’ 

To illustrate,Mr.Gersin 
cited the case of an omer of 
$18,500 home in a neighborhood 
of similar homes who spent 
$2,000 building a hi-fi room 
over the garage. When he want- 
ed to sell,he sought to 
include his investment in the 
asking price of the home only 
to find buyer resistance to 
paying $20,500 for a home in a 
neighborhood of lower-priced 
homes.
